Transfufion be often repeated, by reafbn of the quick expence 
that is made of the bloud.

An account offime Sanative Waters in 
Hereforddiire. 

This account was communicated by Dr. B. in thefe words. 
There are two Springs in Herefordjhire^ whereof one is 
within a Bolt, or at leaft Bow-fhoot of the top ofthe near ad- 
joyning lofty Kill of Malvern, and at great diflance from the 
Footof theKir, 3 and hath had a long and old fame for heal- 
ing of eyes. When I was for fome years molefted with Teters 
on the back of ouc and foraetimesofboth my hands, notwith- 
ftandingall indeavours of my very friendly and skilful Phy- 
fitians,'lhad fpeedy healing from a neighbouring Spring of 
farlefs fame. Yet this Spring healed very old and Ulcerous 
fores on the Legs of a poor Fellow, which had been poy- 
Ibn'dby Irons in the Gaol, after other Chirurgery had been 
hopelels. And by many tryals upon my hands, and the Tet- 
ters,. I was perfwaded, that in long droughts, and lafting dry 
Froits, thofe waters were more eftecirually and more fpeedily 
healing, than at other times. And not to omit this circum- 
ftance, I did hold this water in my mouth till it was v/arra, 
and perchance fomcwhat intermingled with fafting Spittle,

and fo dropping it upon the Teteij I there could lee it imme- 
diately gather a very thin skin upon the raw flefh, not unHke 
that which is leen to gather upon Milk over a gentle fire. This 
skin would have fmall holes in it, through.wliich a moifture did 
iflueinfinall drops, which being wip'd a,way, and the water 
continued to be dropp'd warm out of the raouth,the holes would 
diminifh, and at la-ft be all quite healed up. 

For the Eje-rvAtersy I conceived them more ftrongly terdve, 
and clearing the Eyes; and they had a rough fmartnefs, as if 
they carryed Sand or Gravel into the Eye. 

I have known and try 'd three or four healing Fountains 
of late difcovery, or of no old fame that I could hear of. 

I did once put rich j'tarl for Ibme days in. a veflel of water, 
to try whether the water would acquire a healing vertue 5 
but my Experiments were interrupted. I had in- my thoughts 
many other ways of Tryal 5 which J, may refumc hereafter. 

A farther Accomp of the Vitriolate-water^ 
mention d Num.

This ccraes fi'om the fame hand as follows , 
I formerly mentioned to you, that, if that Pool'of Mr. Vhilip's^ 
which leems to be of Vitriolate-water, were on my ground, I 
would drain it, and fearch the head of the Spring, purfiiing the 
fburce, till I could well discern, through what lay of Earth or 
Gravel it does pafs. Novyl (hall tell you,, that I have taken 
order for the further tryal of the laid Water, by boiling a grea- 
ter quantity ina Furnace, d"r. But JLift as we were in readinels 
for the tryal a ftream of Rain-water fell into the Pool, and [o 
dilcourag'dus for the prefent. Ihave alio taken a courfe to 
turn the falling Waters afide, and to drain the Pool , that we 
may lee, what the Native Springs (whether one or more) may 
be. Of which more hereafter.
